Area  D1  contains  two  barracks.  Area  D2 
contains  two  administration  buildings,  eight  bar- 
racks, and  two  support  buildings.  Area  D3 
contains  six  probable  quarters  and  one  support 
building.  Track  activity  indicates  probable  use 
of  all  buildings  in  all  areas. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  one  storage  building  and 
one  support  building.  Area  E2  contains  12 
storage  buildings  and  two  support  buildings. 

Area  E3  contains  one  storage  building  and 
two  support  buildings. 

Area  E4  is  a secured  area  and  contains 
three  storage  buildings. 

Track  activity  in  all  areas  indicates  prob- 
able use  of  all  buildings.

Area  J1  is  a 250-  by  100-foot  vehicle/ 
equipment  park  containing  rows  of  probable 
vehicles/equipment.  Track  activity  indicates 
moderate  usage  of  this  area. 

Area  J2  has  two  vehicle  sheds,  250  by 
75  feet  and  210  by  75  feet,  and  four  vehicle 
maintenance  buildings,  two  of  them  150  by  45 
feet,  and  the  others  180  by  60  feet.  Track  ac- 
tivity indicates  moderate  usage  of  this  area. 

Area  J3  has  two  vehicle  sheds,  270  by  60 
feet  and  210  by  50  feet,  one  200-  by  50- foot 
vehicle  shed/maintenance  building,  and  two 
support  buildings. 

Area  J4  contains  four  vehicle  shed /main- 
tenance buildings,  two  230  by  85  feet  and  two 
170  by  85  feet,  seven  support  buildings,  and 
rows  of  probable  vehicles/equipment.  Track 
activity  indicates  moderate  usage  of  this  area. 
Small  Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L contains  a 540-  by  100- foot  small 
arms  firing  range  and  a support  building. 
Track  activity  indicates  the  building  is  little 
used. 
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
